vision and which alone can make a city 
great. 
The routine-bound mind is probably 


good enough at running out to patch up 
the worst potholes in the streets. But it 
is incapable of envisioning an entire new 
system of streets. 

In fact, Mayor Ainlay confesses that 


there are streets in Edmonton that will 
never be paved. 
The only apparent antidote to the
